OF THE 
Angel Gabrie's Prophecy of 
70 Weeks, Dan. 9. 


—- H E Prophet.Darnie! when he received this 
Prophecy from the Angel Gabrie/, was at 

Shaſhan , in- the Palace of Darins the 

=" "Mede, which was in the Province of 
Elam, Dan. 8.2. where it is ſaid, That the Second 
ifton appeared to him in the Third Year of rhe 
Reign of Belſhaszar the King, after that of the 
7th Chapter, that he ſaw at frſt ; which Third Yeax 
of Beſſhazzar, was the Firſt of Old-Darius the Mede, 
whereitt Babylon was ſubdued to his Empire by Cy- 
rus the Perftan General ; it was alfo the Laſt Year 
of his Reign oyer the Kingdom of the Medes and 
3 as E. A 2 Perfians 
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4 Of Daniel's 70 Weeks. 
Perſians. For in the beginning of this Third Year 
of Belſhazzar ( he reigning bur a little aboye wo 
Years per ſe, tho he might reign in conjun&i- 
on , Or a greater number was reckoned to him, 
when others uſurped the Throne; ' or ſo much 
according to the uſual reckoning: of the num- 
ber of yearstoa. Kings Reign, any ſmall part of the 
firſt and laſt being ſet down for a year,) Cyrus 
rook Babylon, after a ſhort Siege, by Storm, Darius 
holdins the Imperial Seat : Afrer which Daniel 
being made known to Cyrus, and the great eſteem 
he had had inthe Court of Babylon for a Revealer 
of Secrets, and a wife Stateſman ; the wondertul . 
reputation whereof he juſtly received under Nebu- 
chadnezzar and Beſhazzar, he is recommended by 
him to Old Darizs, as a perſony of all others, fit- 
teſt to be Principal Miniſter of State under him ; 
for it 'is plain enough that Daniel was in Babylos at 
the taking it by Cyras, Dan. 5. 30. Therefore it's 
1mpoſhble that he could be at Darius his Court be- 
fore Baby/0v was taken; and, as is manifeſt, that 
in this Third Year of BeJhazzar , the Firſt and 
only Year of Darius his Reign over Babylon an- 
next to the Empire; that he was at Shuſhan where 
he had the Viſion of Chap. 8. And this Prophecy 
of Gabrie7. For it is ſaid Chap. 5. :Jo. Thar 
Night (viz. wherein Daniel read the Hand Wri- 
ting ) was Belhazzar, King of the Chaddeans ſlain, 
and Ver. 31. Darius, the Mede, took the Kingdom, 
being about 62 Years Old. And preſently upon 
this we find Dame! ſet over the Princes of the Pro- 
vinces in King Darius his Court, oh 6 6. who 
was Afiqges, the Farher of Mandane, the Mother 


of Cyris, who was by her the Son of Cambiſes, 
King of rhe Per/zars, |

Now it isexpreſs, Chap. 9. I, 2. That this Pro- 
phecy was given unto Daniel, in this very Year 
of Darius the Mede. In the firſt Year [ it may be 
read in the One Year mx r2w2 ] of Darizs, the 
the Son of Ahaſuerns, of the Seed of the Medes, 
wherein he was made King ovyer the Realm of the 
Chaldeans, Verſ. 2. In that One Year of his Reign 
[toward the latter end thereof, Danie/ finding that for 
diverſe months after the taking of Baby/n,no Procla- 


mation- iſſuing .for the Return of the Captivity 


yea, and finding that within the compaſs of this 
faid year Old Darius the Mede, died; and that 
Cyrus, the Perſian, was proclaimed King, the very 
ſame perſon prophefſied of, Tſui. 45- which Pro- 
phecy he had without doubr acquainted Cyras with, 
whilſt he was Caprain General' only ; he ſexs him- 
ſelf firſt to ſearch by Books into the number of 
the years, whereof” the Word of the Lord came to 
Feremah the Prophet, that he would accompliſh 
70 years in the defolations of Jeruſalem ; and find- 
ing the deſolation accompliſhed with that very year, 
viz. from the firſt Captivity' of Jebojachim, men- 
tioned Dan. I. from which without doubt he com- 
puted the beginning of the Jo years; and it's not 
to be thought that Daniel! himſelf would fail of ac- 
quainting us from what time he reckoned the 70 
years Captivity, he himſelf being a Captive with 
the firſt, ' a Propher, and moſt ſolicitous, and ſtudi- 
ous about the rind of God concerning this Return, 
delivered by former Prophets. 

Upon this Conclufion, That the 50 years ſpoken 
of by Feremiah the Prophet were accomplifhed in 
the deſfolations of Ferufalem: He fer his face unte 
the Lord God, to ſeek by prayer and ſupplications, 
with faſting,with Sackcloth and Aſhes, &c. as follows 
io Ferſ20.

Bringing here to Danie/ the Glad-tidings of the 
Church's Temporal and Typical Deliverance, its 
Gracious and Spiritual Deliverance, yet - afar off, 
in a Prophecy and Promiſe; ' yea, he alſo brings 
the news to the Church of the afual accompliſh- 
ment of this very Propheſie at the Incarnation of 
Chriſt, when thefulneſs of this time, here ſpoken of, 
was come, Lk. 1.19, 26. yea, he it is that gives 
Daniel to underſtand the Kingdom and Glory of 
Chriſt and his Church in the end of the Indignation, 
ſpoken of Zuk. 1. 32, JJ. : 

2. Hence we may be-fully aſſured, that this Pro- 
phecy reſpets the hirſt coming of Chriſt eſpecially, 
and to delineate the time that ſhould run out be- 
fore it ; and therefore that this Propheſie. was for 
the greateſt part of ir fulfilled at,” and about the 
firſt coming of Chriſt ; and a little time after, 'con- 
trary to what the Learned Mr. Parker, late of AV. E. 
bath ſaid, that he thinks theſe 70 Weeks are not to 
be begun as the Reftauration of the Material Jeruſa- 
lem after the Babyloniſh Cartivity, nor to be terminated 
in the fir coming of our Lord Chrif? but ts relate and be- 
' bong to the Myfterie: of the Laſt times of Antichriſt, &C. 

This Opinion the whole Scope, and expreſs Words 
of the Prophefie doth ſufficiently confate ro' any 
ordinary Underſtanding that duly confider irs and 
therefore needs not be in{iftedon:and this one Author, 
of altthar I have ſeen, was ſingular in this Appre- 
henfion of his. Foraltho moſt Interpreters, as to 
the particular time of the beginning of theſe Wecks, 
and according to the variation in the 'beginhing, 
muſt vary, and be ſooner or later in the termina- 
tion; yet all thus far agrec, that the whole of this 
Prophecy was accompliſhed between the time of the 
Return from Babylm, and the yaſtation of Feruſa- 


lem by Veſpatian. 
Sidi Which 
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Which Portion of time amounting to many 
more years than what are contained in the 70. 
Weeks, viz. 490. makes the great difficulty where 
to begin this Arai; for according to the computati- 
on of the moſt Approved Chronologers, 490 years 
will not teach from the Return to the Death of 
Chriſt, no not.tofhis Birth, by above 4o ycars- 

The Learned Mr. Broughton, and Mr. Allen aficr 
him, (in his Chronology ) charge the difficulty on 
the uncertain Account that we have of the Reign of 
the Kings of Perſia, and adhere wholly to the Scri- 
pture Chronology ; and therefore faith Mr. Brough- 
ton, © All the Hiſtorians are miſtaken, and in an 
* error, to ad{cribe more than 499 years to the 
© ſpace between the Return and the Death ci the 
«© Meſſiah,” and one Darrel is to be preferred before 
them all, &c. Taking the beginning of the. 50 
Weeks preciſely at the going forth of Cyras his Pro- 
clamarion to Return. 

Others thinking it vety uncharitable ro condemn 
all former Hiſtoriagraphers of ancient Date and 
Credit, in moſt things of great conſequence, chooſe 
rather to charge their own Underſtandings in com- 
ing ſhort of the true meaning of the Spirit of God, 
in ſome particular difficulties of a Prophelic ſo my- 
ſteriouſly worded, and fatisfie.rhemſelves wich their 
ſeveral conjeftures, whereby they may ar lcaſt 
bring . the diſagreeing Hiſtoriographers to ſome 
ſeeming accommodation with. it, by caſting the 
foot of the Epocha fo forward, viz. to ſome of the 
Commands or Permiſſions of after Kings to Re- 
eurn, that the 490 Ycars may come out at the Death 
of Chriſt, or ſome time after, as they are lead to 
conjecture it mult, by the beſt Judgment, and fo 
not depart from the moſt approved Chronologers, 
taking up the -number of Years from prophane

Writers. Finding tho they vary in the particular 
number of years appertaining to the Reign of 
each Perſian King, yet what of that number is 
detraſted from one by any Writer, is uſually aſ- 
ſigned ro another ; ſo thar the ſum total of diffe- 
rence amounts ſtil] ro the ſame, pr yery nigh. 

Theſe Interpreters, I ſay, forthe diſpoſal of thoſe 
{upernumerary years, do yatiouſly afſert the be- 
Sinning or. ending of theſe 70 Weeks. laying aſide 
this firſt Edit of Cyrus ( a Fundamental Error in 
the Opening of this Propheſie ) as here not intend- 
cd at all, and betaking- themſelves to the ſuppoſed 
alter Edi&s of ſucceeding Monarchs. 

Some pitch upon the Second Year of Darius, the 
Perfian, wherein Haggai and Zechaty prophetied, 
Ezr. 4. 24, and 5. 1. Hag.t. 1. Zech. 1.1. when 
he forbad the Enemies of the Jews to hindet the 
building of the Temple, : which they had done for 
many years after the laying,the Foundation*thereof 
by Cyras his Edidt. T he Building of. the Temple 
was finiſhed upon Darts his Letters, Ezr. 6. 7, or 
the third day of the Month Agar, in the fixth 
Year of Darius.the Ring; but who this Darius was 
(according to Ancient Hiſtories ) ic's not yet agreed 
among Interpreters: ſome would have Darins Hy- 
taſpes to haye been this Darts, . others Lg

, others Darius Nothus, among which Scaliger

* Some affien thisEpocha to Artaxerxes. either from 


the time -of the Return of Ezra in the ſeventh 
Year of his Reign. Ezr. 7. 7. or to Nehemiah's diſ- 
cent, in the twentieth of the ſaid King, Neh. 2. J. 
neither are thele Interpreters agreed who this Ar- 
taxerxes was, whether the firſt, Sirnamed Long#- 
manus, or the ſecond, Sirnamed Mnenon. Funttius 


took this Epocha from the feycnth of a7

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Longimanus, becauſe (faith he ) from it to the Pal- 
fion of Chriſt $ grectlely 4.59 Years. 
; Learned Fo/. Mede obſerves, that from the ſeventh . 
Year of Artaxerxes Mnemon, when Ezra received 
his Commiſſion, Exzr. 7. 7, 13. and from the twen- 
tieth of the ſame King, wherein Nehemiah obtain- 
cd 2 permiſſion to build Jeruſalem, aneFvilit his Fa- 
 thers Sepulchres, altho-both rhele Commitſſhons were 
thirtcen Years diſtance from each other, yet they 
" arc diſtant from Meſjah the Prince (7. e. anointed ) 
62 Weeks of Years, reckoning from the firſt point 
of time, Solar Yearsgand from the ſecond Lunar 
Years, which is a very pleaſing Obſervation. Bur 
he chooſeth rather to begin this Epocha from the 
{ſixth Year of Darius Nothys, in the Month Adar, 
when the Temple was perfefted ; and to fix the Pe- 
riod, for Completion, three Years and half before 
che deftruftion of Feraſalemz. But to begin the 79 
Weeks there, is to begin when we find no mention _ 
made of any Edit to Retyrn and Build, there be- 
ing nothing clearer in this Prophefie, than that the 
70 Weeks muſt begin wjth a Command or Edit, | 
to Return and Build, __ | 
' Now, for the ſatisfying our ſelves, in the mean- 
ng of this Propheſie, it will be ſaid, that we muſt 
either follow Mr. Broughton and Mr. Allen ; or elſe 
we muſt follow the laſt named Interpreters, in al- 
lowing the overplus of Years, alotted to the atore- 
faidrime by Ethnick Hiſtoriographers. I ſhall omix 
entring upon examination of every particular Opi- 
nion concerning this difficult Prophefie, which would 
prove both tedious 'and impertinent to my preſent 
deſign; for if the reſolution given be rhe true,ir will 
ſhine with ſach evidence, thar all others that are not 
will fall beforc it ; and if it rake in thetruth of op- 
polite Opinions on both ſides imparrially, it is more

And 
if I appear ſingular in thispoinr, whereon I lay the 
ſtrels of Interpretation of this portion of Scripture, 
my excuſe may be cafily pleaded, ſecing I think 
no two Interpreters of Learning and Note do 
agree, burt-greatly differ in their Explication of the 
70 Weeks. © 

Stppoſing with Mr. Broughton, there be no ſuch 
overplus of years between the Edi of Cyrus, and 
the Death ot Chrift,. as our Chronologers aſſert, 
bur ir be exactly 490 years; ,yet if this number will 
not be enough ro compotrtWwith the genuine lite- 
ral ſenſe of the Text, Mr. Broughton's way will not 
fuffciently anſwer. 4; | 


And ſuppoſing, with the ſaid Chronologers, that 


there is ſuch+ an overplus, the Queſtion will be, 
How it ſhall be diſpoled of inthe Account, accord- 
ing to the true meaning of the Spirit of God in 
the Text ; whether it 1s to be placed before the be- 
ginning of the 70 Weeks, as moſt Interpreters do, 
cutting off Cyras his INecree, as not relating at all 
to them, ( which 1s. molt irrational, as will appear) 
or whether raking in Cyrus his Decree, the overplus 
1s to be placed at the end of the 79 Weeks, before 
the Death of Chriſt, or Deſtruction of Fers/alem ; 
which is expreſly againſt the Text, the 70 Weeks 
being «o reach t6 the cutting off of the Mefiah, or 
beyond; for. he was to be'ſlain in the midit of the 
one, in the Joth Week.

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Ezra aiſo acquaints us, that this was the year of 
Reſtauration, Chap.1. 1,2. Now # the fir year 
of Cyrus, King of Perſia (that the Word .of the 
Lord, by the Mouth of Jeremiah, might be tulfil- 
led ) the Lord ſtirred ap-the Spirit of Cyrus, King 
of Perſia, that he made Proclamation throughout all 
hu Kingdom, and put it alſo into Writing, &c. And 
here we may ſee what 127 NED YZ2S@- aye, Dan. 
g9. 25. meats, it was the making his Decree go forth 
in Proclamation after it had been Inrol'd, and pal- 
ſed the King's Seal, Ezra 6. 2. which Record was 
found at Achmetha, in the Palace, among the Rolts 
brought from Baby/n; the word uſed by Ezra for 
the going forth of the Decree by Proclamation, 
is 917 1291, and he made Proclamation to: paſs 
chrongh his Dominions, LXXII. Tlagiyymae gorks 
& mon Panneia av7e. | 
So ſaith Cyrus,. the Lord God of Heaven hath 
given me all the Kingdoms of the Earth, and hath 
Charged me to build him an Houſe. This Charge 
was by the Prophet T/ai. c. 45. which Prophelic 
was, without doubt, ſhewed to Cyrus by Daniel, be- 
{ore he rook his Jovrney to Darins his Court ; now 
when theCrown of the Medes and Per/ians fell ro him, 
he: Remembred this Propheſie of him, and accord- 
'1ngly fined forth his Proclamation for the Jews 
Return, as hath been ſhewed. And tho Cyrus might 
come to, Shuſhan, while Darius lived, as ſome Hi- 
ſtorians tel] us he did, yet it's beyond all queſtion, 
-that he was in Baby/on when Darius died, and this 
Proclamation iflued out as one of the firſt matters 
of concern that he did ; for Ezra 6. The Record of 
this Decree was found at Ecbatane, in the Palace 
among the King's Rolls that was brought thither from 
Babylon. | | 
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'T his Decrce of Cyrus, enroPd and ſent forth by 
Proclamation, was the only Decree for Return and 


Building, that was ſearched for, and referred to, by 
all the ſucceſhve Kings that- favoured the Jews; 


and whatever they did in- that kind, was ſtill bur 


confifmations of this Decree, and procceding there- 
upon by their Letters Patents, as the great Charter 
of the Jews, which ſtill remain'd inviolable in the 
Perfpan'Court, and was ſtill highly Regarded by the 
Kings, if ſo be the Fews could obtain, by Friends 
ar Court, that this Enrollment might be ſearched 
our, and pleaded, thotor the moſt times their Ene- 
mies gor the moſt intereſt with the Court Party, 
and by the King's Favourites, which rendred all

The greateſt ObjeQion ( next to the paucity of 
years contained in the 70 Weeks) againſt this Edict 
of Cyr, being intended by the Spirit of God to 
be the beginning of the 79 Weeks, is, Thatin the 
Proclamation of Cyrus, mentioned Ezra. 1. I. there 
1s nothing faid of building Jeruſalem according to 
the words of this Prophecy, VYerſ. 25. but only of 
the building the Temple in Jeruſalem. Anſw. The 
building the Houſe of God in Feruſalem, neceflarily 
1mples the building Feraſalem.,che place of the Houſe

ple-to worſhip God in, and not to build a City to 
dwell in, and provide for their comfort and- fecu- 
ritv there ; and accordingly upon their return they 
immedaately ſet themſelves to build them Houles, , 
and to erect Streets City-wiſe, and to Wall it too, 
tho their Enemies hindred them from finiſhing ei- 
ther the Houſe of God, or Wall for many years, 
tho the laſt was thro hindrance, and their own neg- 
le&, longeſt unfiniſhed. till Nehemiah's time, 
Nehem. 7. 4. and then it was ſaid to be built when 
the. greateſt part of ir was wrought and finiſhed.

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© time, to call him to account about them, and to 
© puniſh him for them. So Moſes ſpeaking of a 
People perſevering in Contumacy and Wickedaeſs, 
ſaith, Dent. 32, 34. 1s not this laid up in ſtore with 
me, and ſealed up by me ainong my treaſures; trea- 
fures of wickedneſs laid up with us, make up with 
God a treaſure of wrath againſt the day of wrath, 
Rom. 2. 5. whence a People abuling the patience and 
long-ſuffering of God, and perhiitingin a courſe of 
Sin and Rebellion againlt God, are ſaid to treaſure 
up uato themſelves wrath meritoriouſly, and God 
treaſures up their juſt deſerts judicially; and fo binds 
them- over tothe day of wrath, and the day of the 
Revelation of the dMynreinas 3% Ow, YViphteous 
Judgment of God, . Temporal and Eternal ; and this 
ſealing of perſons, or the generality of 'a people, 
judicially in their Sins to a day of Vengeance: This 
I take to be the Sealing here meant; and that the 
people of the Jews, for the moſt part, perſiſting in 
their Wickedneſs, Phariſaiſm, Saducifm, foriaking 
the True Worſhip of God, and all {pirituality

S999. and to make Reconciliation for Ini- 
quity ] py 251 ;, this word in Piel, here it's 
frequently uſed in the Levitical Law, and is rendred 
making Atonement or Pactfication of a difpleaſed 
God ; which Attonement always imported fatisfa- 
ction or appealing Divine Juſtice, whereby the Sin- 
ner was to-look vpon himſelf as reconciled unto 
God, and his fins forgiven. Attonemeat or Expi- 
ation I find was made theſe three ways, and they 
are expreſt by this word. 1. By blood of the Sa- 
crifice of the Sin-offering, whereby Attonement 
was made by the ſeveral ſprinklings of Blood, eſpe- 
cially before the Mercy-Seat, and putting the Blood 
on the Horns of the Altar, Lewtt.

16.10. 3. Attonement was likewiſe by paying 
ranſom-moily, called Attonement for their ſouls, to 
be a perpetual memorial before the Lord, Exod. 

And every one that had Sin forgiven, 
were to be thus Attoned for; from which abun- 
dantly appeareth what was in the Antitype, ſeeing

Months, That Cyrus was 19 the Imperial Throne 
7 Years 1s generally reported by Hiſtorians; and its 
likely,for Dariel had his laſt Viſion of Chap.1o. In 
the Third, and ſaith not the laſt, when he was faſt- 
ing, by reaſon of the Impedition of Cyrus, who altho 
he had given Command for Building the Tem- 
ple in his firſt Year, yet. it appears, that ſoon after, 
by reaſon of the means uſed by the Adverſaries of 
the Jews, the work was bindred Exzr. 4. 6, 4. All the 
days of Cyrus. Ptolomy gives 9 Years to Cyrus, but its 
more then Probable by Daxel and Ezra, that he 


.Reigned above 3 Years, becauſe Daxet mentioneth 


it.and Ez. faith all the Daysof Cyrus,which intimates 
ſome conſiderable Number; and hence Helvicus 
giving but 2 Years to him, is contrary to expreſs 
Scripture. Now Potlomy's account of 9 Years may 
have alſo truth in it according to the way of Recko- 
ning the Reign of Kings. I chuſe therefore to follow 
B. U. 1n this, that Cyrus Reigned 7 Years,that Cam- 
byſes his Son, called by Ezra, Abafhweroſh, Reigned 
Eight Years, Smerdis [.

12. is an 
Evident Demonſtration of the true Time, for then 
the Angel [undoubtedly Afichael, who ſtood for the 
Church againſt the Perſian, Daz. 10.7 faith, How 
long wilt thou not have mercy on Jeruſalem, and the 
Cities of , Fudah,againſt which thou haſt bad Indignation 
this 70.

Wherevpon the Anſwer given unto the Angel 
was in comfortable words, part of which are v. 16.

P. 14. 16. Which Prophelie,together with Hagga!'s 
ſet them immediately on building. This was ſeconded 
by Darius his letters and decree, Ezr. 6. and was 
An.

It will 
be Objected, how was it then that the Second

The Number of Years contained in the firſt 
Interſegment is found thus. 

The diſtance of time from Cyrz#s his Proclamation, 
to the Nativity of our Lord the Meſliah is $26.

Now take from the Number the two Segments of 
Weeks 7. and 62, 5, e. 49 and 434 Years and

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, The other Jnterſegment is very manifeſt, and 
muſt be allowed by any men of ſenſe that reads 


the Prophecy, it being the 39 Years of Chriſt pri- 


vate Life; for its Evident that his cutting off by 
Crucifixion -was in the m77dft of the laſt Week. This 
very thing was an obſcuring Seal of the Prophecy 
to the Jews, For it ſaith after his coming he ſhould 
be cutt off, but ſaith not how long after, therefore 
this knot could never be untied, but by Revelation 
or Completion; being fulfilled, the Prophecy is un- 
ſealed to us, and we ſee what this Intermediate 
ſpace was to be, between the 62 Weeks, and the 
one laſt Week of the 70. 


The firſt Segment leading to a Jubilee, 49 Years 


ran out a great part of them in the low and oppreſ- 
ſed State of the Church, till the day's of Darius 
Hyſtaſpes, from which time, according to the Pro- 
phecies of Haggas and Zachary, it flouriſhed under 
the ConduQtof F xcellent Inſpired Leaders of Church 
and State, Jeſhuab, Zerubbabel, Hag. Zech. So long 
I ſuppoſe as theſe Extraordinary men lived, which 
I Judge they did, till about the ending of this 49 
Years, or the firſt 7 Weeks. Afterwards things 
fell to decay amoung them again. 


The firft Interſegment Ariſeth from the End- 
ing of the 49 Years, when the Jews grew worſe, 
and the Enemies of their Proſperity prevailed 
at the Perſian Court, and at home, till the Days 
of Ezra and Nehemiah, beginning the Seventh of 
Artaxerxes Longimanus, unleſs they had for a little 
ſpace of time a conſiderable reſpit under Zerxes 
(who lI ſuppoſe with Scaliger to have been Heſters 
Abaſuerus, tho B. U. ſaith Darius Hyſtaſpts ) 
when thro the good hand of God by the means 
of Mordica'sand Heſter, the Jews had ſo miraculous 
a 
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' a Reſcue from that Univerſal Deſtruction plotted 


by their great Enemy Haman ( who undoubtedly 
was nor alone therein) throughout all the Kings 
Provinces,and therefore no doubt but theJews atFe- 


' ruſalem had a great ſhare in the ſaid Deliverance. 


That which makes me to think that Darius was 
not Abaſuerus is, becauſe this great Feaſt which he 
made, and the diſcovery of the great Plot againſt 
the Jews, was in the Seventh Year of his Reign, 
when the Jews was taken up in building the Tem- 
ple, when if any ſuch remarkable ſtory had fallen 
out,no doubt but Ezrz would have given {ome hint 
of it, and that in the beginning of Dariuss Reign, 
when he was ſo famous for his friendſhip to theJews. 
Beſides I do not think that Darius was ſo Glorious 
in Riches and Dominions as Zerxes was : Abaſuerus 
Reigned when the Empire was in its Meridian 
hight of Pomp and Extent of Dominions,as appears 
by HeſF. 1. and ſo did Zerxes, as appears by Daz. 
I1. 2. The greateſt part of Zerxes his Reign was 
undonbtedly taken up in his great Expedition a- 
gainſt the Grecians, when its to be ſuppoſed the 
Adverfaries of the Jews prevailed at Court, and 
oppreſt them at home, and tho in the Seventh 
of Artaxerxes, Ezra was ſent with large and full 
Commiſſion, tor Settling Church and State, yet 
the Neighbouring Enemies having got the Aſcen- 
dant ſo long, and powerinlly, were not calily re- 
duc'd, but held it in a great meaſure, notwith- 
ſtanding all the Power of Ezra, till Neberniah 
came in the Twentieth of the ſaid Kinz; who 
when excited by the Spirit of God to make his 
Deſcent, the Jews were under great Aﬀiidion and 
Diſtreſs, thewr Walls brozen down, and Cat's burnt 
with Fire by their Enemies, as appears by Neve. 1,

further a feild to get their Prey,that fo this Church 
might have fome intervails of reſt and Quiet, 
But however God changed the Heart of any ſingle 
Perſon, as of Cyrus (who was not withſtanding 
agreat tyrant to the Church ) or Conſtantine.
